Cleanup of Riot Mess 

POINT OF THE MOUNTAIN, UUh, JUy 21 tU.PJ— Four 
hundred convicta today began denning up the mess they mode 
durliiK'a five-hour riot in which they aeized complete control 
of Utah's "dream prison" and held seven Bnarda as hostages. 

No one t^s injured in the demonstration at the state prison 
yesterday although some convicts wielded makeshift daggers 
and others became "higher than kites" on barbituratea stolen 
from the smashed hospital safe. ^ 

The prisoners returned to their cells peaceably after their 
ringleaders met with officials 
and presented complaints that 
four prison officers "mis- 
treated prisoners and showed 
favoritism."

A high government official, Jesse Larson, 
head of the general services administration, 
strongly advises against this course. He Is 
unusually qualified on the subject, since he 
headed the war assets admin Ifltraiion after 
World war II, governlnB dtsposal of war 
plants Ilnanced and owned by the U. S. 

Larson argues that a new defense plant 
set-up would exert heavy drain on the public, 
purse. He: says that plant disposal after 
World war II. cost the taxpayers nearly $1,- 
000,000,000 lor admlnlstratlTo overhead alone, 
not counting the huge losses on the actual 
sales. At one time, 62,000 federal workers 
were devoted to this job. He sees no need 
for repeating this kind of performance. 
- Other-dangera -may -lle-ln-thls-proposed- 
arrangement. It can't be forgotten that Mr. 
Truman more than once has recommended 
he be given this same authority when no 
defense emergency existed or was threatened. 

Behind those earlier proposals was this 
theory: 

Th~at~'lf In any particular field private 
enterprise Is unable or unwilling: to expand 
as the government believes' It should, then 
_ the_gpvernment should step in and finance 
the expansion itself. 

Offhand this may seem to some a pretty 
harmless notion. Actually It Is loaded with 
dynamite. It means that, at the govem-

Where this foot-Uragglng can bo shown 
by business and economic experts to be 
handicapping the general growth of the 
economy. It certainly must be countered by 
Bome Und_of government effort. .Financial 
aid Is one Important prod. Steady pressure 
on the Industry through public channels Is 
another. 

But these devices should not Include gov- 
ernment power to finance and build Its own 
plants. The administration's obvious Interest 
In exercising this authority in or out ol crisis 
makes such a grant too risky tor the free 
American Economy. 

Only the existence of actual large-scale 
war. In which time to apply the usual prods 
might be a luxury, would seem to Justify 
sweeping entry ol the federal government 
Into Industrial plant expansion.

Before^GeneraT MacArthur took tHe wit- 
ness chair In Washington, the wider aspects 
of the controversy surrounding his dismissal

"Europe v. Asia" debate. 
The Inference was that MacArthur repre- 
.jtented a policy which would put Asla.Ilrst as 
a theater of cbmbat 'agaliist "Russian com- 
munism', while the administration stood for 
"Europe first."
